Pride ... It is what newly hired Superintendant 
Charlotte Bernard wants to instill in the students 
in Clinton County. 

“I was amazed that we had brought all our 
students and faculty to one location. It was 
such a good message that Todd (Messer) and 
Mike (Beard) and myself had to share ... ‘You 
know WE ARE BULLDOGS and we are united 
together,’” Bernard said. “We want to be the 
best if we are in the classroom or if we are out 
playing sports ... We are just trying to instill in 
our kids to have pride in themselves, have pride 
in Clinton County and have pride when they are 
representing Clinton County schools.” 

Clinton County students of all ages, district¬ 
wide, met Tuesday at the high school for an 
assembly and it was set up as a “pep rally” 
gathering only it wasn’t all about sports or support 
for a team before a particular game. 


It was a rally for academics and unity. Coming 
together as a school community in order to excel 
toward a particular goal ... uniting the similar 
characteristics of students, all the faculty and 
staff ... it was about getting on the same page by 
combining support. 

“The assembly was a terrific success because 
of the buy-in and participation of our students 
district-wide. The sea of blue and white coupled 
with the excitement in the air, made The Castle a 
special place to be,” Head Coach Todd Messer 
said. 

As students piled into Lindle Castle 
Gymnasium, a sea of blue overwhelmed the seats. 
Every athlete involved in high school sports was 
on the gym floor, in uniforms, cheering on the 
crowd ... but the rally wasn’t all about sports. 

“We had members of the academic team to 
speak and tell why they are a Bulldog,” Bernard 
said. “If you heard any of them, many of them 
gave credit to God for His support in their lives 
and they talked about being the best at what they 
do.”

School board sets tax rates 


Mountain View Rec Park 

Board fails again to produce 
a quorum for meeting 


The ongoing problem of not having enough 
members present to constitute an official meet¬ 
ing continued to plague the Clinton County Rec/ 
Park Board last Thursday night for its scheduled 
regular meeting. 

On a night that Park Director Bobby Reneau 
and other board members had set aside for a meal 
to honor outgoing Chairman Chris Lovelace, 
only five members, including Lovelace, were 
present. 

Also at the unofficial meeting was Treasur¬ 


er Vince Ostertag and board members Leland 
Hicks, Paula Little and Carol Parrigin, along 
with Reneau. 

Although no official action could be voted 
on, general discussion was held on some issues, 
including the need for additional members who 
would attend meetings. 

Following discussion, Lovelace officially 
turned in his resignation, something he had in- 


The school district tax rate for the 2012-13 fis¬ 
cal year will remain unchanged following action 
taken last Thursday, August 30 during a combined 
public hearing and special meeting of the Clinton 
County Board of Education. 

Any time in which estimated revenues from the 
tax rate increases from the previous year, a public 
hearing on the proposed rates is required. 

In the notice of the hearing published recently, 
it noted, “The General Fund tax levied in fiscal 
year 2011-12 was 38.4 cents on real property and 
38.4 cents on personal property and produced rev¬ 
enue of $1,638,565. The proposed General Fund 
tax rate of 38.4 cents on real property and 38.4 
cents on personal property is expected to produce 


$1,643,547. Of this amount, $191,414 is from 
new personal property. The compensating rate for 
2013 is 37.9 cents on real property and 37.9 cents 
on personal property and is expected to produce 
$1,622,146.51. 

The general area to which revenue of $4,982 
above 2012 revenue is to be allotted as follows: 
$4,982 is to transportation. 

During the public hearing/meeting, only one 
citizen was on hand but no comments regarding 
the proposed rates were made. 

The board, at its regular meeting earlier in the 
month, had proposed keeping the same base rate

Long-time rec park chairman 
Lovelace resigns, looks back 
on 15-year tenure on board

Over the past decade and a half, Mountain View Park has 
become one of the greatest assets and definitely one of the 
most used facilities in Clinton County. When thinking of 
vast improvement of the park over that time, the name Chris 
Lovelace is almost synonymous with Mountain View Park 
as we know it today. 

Lovelace, an original member of the Clinton County Rec/ 
Park Board when formed about 15 years ago, is no longer 
on that board due to time restraints, job and family. He of¬ 
ficially resigned from the position last Thursday, August 30. 

Not only was Lovelace an original member of the board, 
for the past approximate 14 years he has served as its chair¬ 
man...and also put in a lot of hours, night and day, to make 
sure the park was maintained. His presence will definitely 
be missed by board members, as well as many citizens who 
use the park. 

Lovelace, now 48, was first appointed by magistrate Nor¬ 
man Dale Asberry and served as a county appointed mem¬ 
ber. Later, he became a Board of Education appointee and 
was recommended by school board chairman Ned Davis. 

Lovelace took over as chairman following Steve Peddi-

County tax rates unchanged 


Taxpayers of Clinton County 
will see their rate of taxes remain 
unchanged from the past fiscal 
year, as Clinton Fiscal Court, 
during a call session last Friday 
morning, August 31, opted to 
keep the rates unchanged. All 
magistrates were present for the 
brief meeting. 

The rates were presented at 
6.0 per $100 assessed value on 
real property; 6.2 on personal 
property and 7.8 on motor ve¬ 
hicle and watercraft for the 
2012-13 year, all the same as the 
2011-12 year. Magistrate Mickey 
Riddle made the motion to ap¬ 
prove the rates, which passed by 
unanimous vote. 

Although 3rd District Mag¬ 
istrate Larry Hatfield voted in 
favor of setting the rates as the 
previous year, following the vote 
he told his fellow squires that the 
court was going to have to raise 
taxes little by little, apparently 
via the four percent allowed in¬ 
crease the county could have opt¬ 
ed for, citing the fact the county 
was in need of extra revenues. 

Several taxing districts had 


also submitted their budgets to 
the court. 

By law, the county doesn’t 
have any say in what rates each 
individual taxing districts set 
their rates, and only voted to 
accept the rates by formality as 
they had been presented. 

The following rates per tax¬ 
ing district was presented and on 
record as being accepted by the 
court: 

* Soil Conservation: 1.5 cents 
per $100 assessed value across 
the board. 

* Extension Service: 4.6 cents 
for real property; 8.35 for per¬ 
sonal; and 2.0 for motor vehicle 
and watercraft. 

* Public Library: 3.0 on real 
property and 4.0 on personal. 

* Health Department: 3.5 
across the board on real, personal 
and motor vehicle and water¬ 
craft. 

* School District: 38.4 cents 
per $100 assessed value on both 
real and personal property; .53 
cents on motor vehicle and wa¬ 
tercraft and three percent on 
utilities. 


The court also held second 
and final reading on two budget

The recent salmonella outbreak traced to cantaloupes grown in Indiana 
has many Kentuckians concerned about consuming melons, but it doesn’t 
necessarily mean that you have to abstain from eating this fresh summer 
delicacy. When properly handled, melons can be a safe, satisfying treat. 

Here are some tips on how to safely handle melons: 

• Buy melons from a local, reputable source. The shorter the distance food 
has to travel from farm to table, the less of a chance that microorganisms 
have grown on the produce. Microorganisms need time to multiply. 

• Wash your hands before and after handling fresh produce. 

• Before consuming, rinse melons with clean, running water and use a 
clean vegetable brush to scrub away debris on the skin, even if they have 
been prewashed. Washing the skin of fresh produce is important even if 
you are going to only eat the inside of the fruit as bacteria on the skin can 
be transferred to the flesh of the fruit when it is sliced. 

• Do not use dishwashing or hand soap to wash produce. These items 
have not been tested for use on food. 

• Cut melons using clean, sanitized knives and cutting boards. 

• Once sliced, melons must be stored below 40 degrees Fahrenheit and 
consumed within a few days. 

• Avoid consuming any melons if the store, restaurant or market does 
not know where they were grown. You may also want to avoid purchasing 
pre-sliced melons as you do not know whether proper safety precautions 
were taken in their processing.

Anders, Chelsea of Edmon¬ 
ton, KY was killed in Metcalfe 
Co, KYon 8/27/12. 

This brings our yearly fatal¬ 
ity count to 27 compared with 23 
through this same period in 2011. 

State wide fatality count 
stands at 475 compared with 470 
through this same period in 2011. 

During the month of August 
2012, there were 1802 citations 
written, 335 courtesy notices 
written, 2411 vehicles inspected, 
819 complaints answered, 76 
motorists assisted, 85 criminal 
cases opened and 448 criminal 
arrests made.

the entire school district together 
to the principals of each school. 
She said everybody was in favor 
of the idea. 

“We all saw that as a cultural 
activity we could do it to unite 
our staff and students and to 
bring pride to our schools,” Ber¬ 
nard said. “If we have schools 
that have a warm, caring climate, 
then it’s going to support the in¬ 
struction that is going on in that 
school. Students will love their 
school and they will want to 
come to their school. It will help 
attendance.” 

Bernard said it was great that 
she received so much coopera¬ 
tion from all the principals in or¬ 


der to make this assembly hap¬ 
pen. 

“It was an undertaking for 
the staff and principals to bring 
those students to that one loca¬ 
tion,” Bernard said. “I think the 
message that was there ... the ex¬ 
perience that they had made it all 
worthwhile.” 

The assembly was set up for 
mainly to bring the students to¬ 
gether to work as one unit. 

“Too many times we focus too 
much on the negative issues and 
don’t celebrate the facts, the Lord 
has blessed each of us to live in a 
beautiful community with caring 
and compassionate people who 
are willing to go the extra mile 
for the betterment of each indi¬ 
vidual and group,” Messer said. 
“We have bright and intelligent 
kids in our schools to work with 
each day, who are capable of 
meeting or exceeding the abili¬ 
ties of students anywhere as long 


as we continue to provide them 
with the instruction, nurturing, 
and guidance to raise their ex¬ 
pectation levels to new heights.” 

Another reason to assemble 
was to practice evacuating the 
students quickly in case of an 
emergency, which is a drill the 
school system has to perform 
anyway. 

“We can even use this as an 
evacuation drill,” Bernard said. 
“How quickly can we evacu¬ 
ate our schools and get them to 
one school? We had never gotten 
to practice this drill before. We 
used employees of the district 
to drive the busses. All of the 
maintenance crew keeps their 
bus licenses so they can, in an 
emergency situation, go over 
and help drive busses to evacuate 
schools.” 

The phrase “WE ARE BULL¬ 
DOGS, according to Bernard, 
came from Coach Messer and he

uses the phrase to “pump up” his 
basketball team. Now the phrase 
is used district-wide. 

“He took the ball and ran with 
it,” Bernard said. “He and Mike 
Beard made the agenda. We even 
had a dry run-through the day 
before. We started it, but once he 
got a hold of it, it was kind of like 
it was his baby.” 

Bernard’s main focus of this 
assembly is to get the parents in¬ 
volved in the school system. 

“We want our parents and our 
community to love our schools,” 
Bernard said. “We want them to 
be a member of our schools. We 
want to have an open door policy 
and that way we gain their sup¬ 
port. Through community and 
parent support, we can accom¬ 
plish great things together.” 

Bernard said she encourages 
parents to take on this slogan for 
themselves. 

“Put it on your shirts ... put 
it on your signs. Wear it and be 
proud,” Bernard said. “With me 
being new, this was one of the 
initiatives that I wanted to do. I 
have a lot of pride in this school 
system. I know we have a fabu¬ 
lous staff and a hard working 
staff. We’ve got wonderful kids 
... kids who can compete with 
anybody in the state, academi¬ 
cally and athletically. I just want 
them to swell up with pride and 
go out there and give it their 
best.” 

Bernard said she would love 
for people to come out and sup¬ 
port each team this year as they 
take the fields, courts and cours¬ 
es. 

“Wear their colors and show 
their support,” Bernard said. 
“This was a team effort by the 
entire staff and I want to thank 
all the staff for making this pos¬ 
sible,” Bernard said. “I would 
also like to thank Principal Shel¬ 
don Harlan for hosting the event. 
He deserves the credit for this 
event.” 

Messer said the event was an 
overwhelming experience. He 
hopes students and staff left the 
assembly with a sense of pride 
for Clinton County. 

“The assembly as a whole was 
extremely important in recogniz¬ 
ing and celebrating as a school 
community, WE ARE BULL¬ 
DOGS, and it doesn’t matter 
what role within the school we 
have, it is important to under¬

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An elderly man died on Tues¬ 
day, August 21, when the lawn 
tractor he was operating went 
over a bluff. 

John Maggard, 70, a resident 
of Hickory Point, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene of the 
accident by Deputy Coroner’s 
Anthony Vaughn and Gordon 
Hicks. 

According to the Wayne 
County Coroner’s Office, Mag¬ 
gard was operating his lawn 
tractor when he lost control of 
the machine and fell from a bluff 
on the edge of his property over¬ 
looking the lake. 

The accident occurred at ap¬ 
proximately 6:50 p.m. The exact 
cause of the accident is unclear 
and is still under investigation. 

Other agencies involved were 
the Wayne County EMS and 
Wayne County Rescue Squad. 

Property tax rates for the 
Wayne County School District 
will remain the same for 2012- 
13. The board opted to follow 
Superintendent John Dalton’s 
recommendation to keep tax 
rates the same as last year, dur¬ 
ing a meeting held Monday, 
August 20. 

The tax rate for real and per¬ 
sonal property was set at 38.9 
cents per hundred dollars of as¬ 
sessed value. The motor vehicle 
tax rate was set at 52.8 cents per 
hundred dollars of assessed value 
and the utility tax was set at three 
percent. 

Monticello City Council met 
in special session on Thursday, 
August 23 and took care of 
some routine business regarding 
the wastewater treatment plant 
project. 

Council members approved 
the second reading of the bond 
ordinance, authorizing approxi¬ 
mately $4.9 million in bonds for 
the project. They also approved 


a resolution for interim financing 
for the project until the bond sale 
is completed. 

The council approved the bid 
on the bonds by USD A. The bid 
came in at 2.5 percent for 40 
years. 

Following the special meet¬ 
ing, a pre-construction meeting 
was held with Smith Contract¬ 
ing, which was awarded the bid 
for the project. Officials said 
the state date for the project was 
September 4. 

Wayne County lost a well- 
known businessman and com¬ 
munity leader on Monday, 
August 20, with the death of 
Paul Dunnington. Dunnington 
was 74. 

He most recently served as a 
member of the Wayne County 
Board of Education, representing 
Division Three. Dunnington had 
recently resigned that position 
because of illness. 

“Wayne County Schools 
will greatly miss Mr. Paul Dun¬ 
nington as a board member. Mr. 
Dunnington believed strongly 
in serving and he applied that 
part of his life to serving the stu¬ 
dents and staff at Wayne County 
Schools,” said Wayne Superin¬ 
tendent John Dalton. “He was 
always very interested in making 
sure students had opportuni¬ 
ties to succeed and was always 
thinking to the future as to how 
we can improve. No matter if it 
was a building project or rigor¬ 
ous instructional program work, 
he always encouraged planning 
and creativity to provide the best 
for Wayne County students. He 
cared deeply about our students 
and he is already greatly missed. 
We thank him for his service to 
the precious students of Wayne 
County Schools.” 

Dunnington was very in¬ 
terested in the progress of this 
community. He was a past presi¬ 
dent of the Monticello-Wayne 
County Industrial Foundation 
and was a charter member of the 
Southeast Kentucky Economic 
Development Corporation. He 
was a member of the Chamber of 
Commerce, served 41 years with 
the Monticello Kiwanis Club 


and was involved with the local 
Habitat for Humanity. 

Dunnington was very in¬ 
volved with establishing the 
Wayne County Museum and 
served on the museum commit¬ 
tee for five years. He was a board 
member for the Empowerment 
Zone for 16 years and helped to 
establish the first Oxford House 
in Wayne County. 

“Wayne County is going to 
miss Paul Dunnington...I wish 
we had more like him,” said 
Wayne County Judge-Executive 
Greg Rankin. “He was very com¬ 
munity minded, always working 
to do something good for some¬ 
body. He was just a great guy.” 

He was a member of the First 
Baptist Church, where he served 
as a deacon for more than 30 
years and sang in the choir for 
over 40 years. He represented 
First Baptist Church as a mem¬ 
ber of the Executive Board of the 
Wayne County Association of 
Southern Baptists. Dunnington 
was a member of the Monticello 
Camp of Gideons International 
where he was active in the jail 
ministry. He worked with the 
Kentucky Baptist Disaster Re¬ 
lief and traveled abroad on 12 
mission trips to Russia, Poland, 
Brazil, Switzerland, Nicaragua 
and Haiti. 

Dunnington is survived by 
his wife, Katherine Bryant Dun¬ 
nington, two daughters, Mischa 
Brainard and Stephanie Mon¬ 
trose, and four grandchildren. 

Services were held Wednes¬ 
day, August 22 at First Baptist 
Church. 



Anonymous surveys can say 
a lot.

Christopher Allman, the man 
who has been arrested and in¬ 
dicted on murder charges in the 
death of Sarah Hart, has now 
also been indicted by a grand 
jury on a first degree rape charge, 
according to documents obtained 
from Russell Circuit Court a 
week ago Tuesday. 

Previously, Allman, 28, had 
been indicted on murder, fetal 
homicide, kidnapping, robbery 
and tampering with physical 
evidence charges. Those indict¬ 
ments came back in late June. 

He was also indicted Tuesday 
on being a persistent felony of¬ 
fender, second degree. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Matthew Leveridge said the 
latest indictment relates back 
to evidence collected through 
the initial investigation by the 
Kentucky State Police and local 
authorities. 

He said forensic findings at 
the Kentucky State Police lab 
were presented to the grand jury 
last week which resulted in the 
latest charge. 

Leveridge has already said he 
will seek the death penalty in the 
case. 

Hart, 31, was robbed and 
killed in Jamestown along US 
127 on June 14 as she was re¬ 
turning to her vehicle following 
an early morning jog. 

Officials said Hart was 10-11 
weeks pregnant when she was 
strangled to death. 

Kentucky State Police ar¬ 
rested Allman about 12 hours 
after Hart’s death. 

He remains lodged in the 
Russell County Detention Center 
under a $ 1 million cash bond. 

A pre-trial hearing is set for 
October 23 in the case, according 
to Circuit Clerk Tony Kerr. 

Following last week’s move 
by the Russell County Hospital 
Board of Directors to bring in 
Central Baptist Hospital to man¬ 
age the facility, so to did that 
bring a change to the hospital’s 
chief executive officer. 

Robert Ramey, a 17-year vet¬ 
eran of Central Baptist, has taken 
over as CEO and brings his many 
years of leadership to RCH. 

“I’ve been excited to come 
down and be here the last few 
days,” Ramey said. “The first 
week has gone very well. I’ve 
been very impressed with the 
staff that we have here and 
I think that we have a really 
strong, caring group here at the 
hospital and the community has 
been extremely welcoming as 
well.” 

Ramey, who most recently 
worked as administrator of the 
multimillion dollar Baptist-Phy¬ 
sicians Surgery Center in Lex¬ 
ington, said he would continue 
to get out in the community the 
next few weeks and greet folks as 
he makes himself at home in the 
community. 

When he was first approached 
by Central Baptist officials about 


the opportunity here last week, 
Ramey said he jumped at the 
chance. 

“I was looking forward to 
it,” he said. “It was a great op¬ 
portunity and I think the hospital 
has a good reputation. I think the 
opportunity to move to Russell 
County was something that was 
intriguing to me.” 

Ramey had the chance late last 
week to get out in the community 
and look for a place to stay long 
term and has continued to look 
around this week as he adjusts to 
life in Russell County. 

“I’ve found some wonderful 
properties and some really nice 
communities as well,” he said. 
“I’ve actually been staying here 
and went back to Lexington over 
the weekend just to close a few 
things out but overall I’m trying 
to move down here full-time as 
quickly as I can.” 

Ramey said he had visited 
Lake Cumberland on several oc¬ 
casions and had stayed in Russell 
County multiple times but that 
this new opportunity would al¬ 
low him to fall into place and be¬ 
come a staple in this community. 

“I’m actually from a small 
town,” he said. “I grew up on 
a dairy farm in an agricultural 
community so this feels like I’m 
coming home more than some¬ 
times being in a larger city.” 

He was born in Bourbon 
County in central Kentucky but 
grew up in a town in central New 
York with abundant rolling hills, 
lakes and farms. 

“Being from Bourbon County, 
I still had some family in Ken¬ 
tucky and I just wanted to come 
back down after high school,” he 
said. “I graduated from the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky and never 
wanted to leave. I knew I was 
home in Kentucky.” 

Ramey graduated from UK 
in 1993 with a degree in health 
administration and then received 
his MBA in 1998 from UK as 
well. 

“Early in college I realized I 
wanted to go into healthcare in 
some way,” he said. “I wanted 
to be in a position where I could 
help impact people’s lives in a 
positive way.” 

His career began in Pikeville 
in 1993 where he was coordina¬ 
tor for physician recruitment and 
physician services. He moved 
over to Central Baptist in 1995 
where he focused on recruitment 
and network medical services, 
where he developed relation¬ 
ships with physicians in and 
around central Kentucky. 

As administrator, Ramey 
oversaw the entire organization, 
which was a partnership between 
Central Baptist and some local 
surgeons in the Lexington area. 
He focused on things from an 
operational standpoint, finan¬ 
cial standpoint and patient care 
standpoint where he made sure 
they were providing a high qual¬ 
ity patient care. 

Ramey, a first time hospital 
CEO, said the partnership be¬ 
tween RCH and Central Baptist 
will allow the hospital to expand 
on the services already offered. 

“I think my experiences and 
what I’ve done before working 
with physician recruitment and 
physician relations as well as 
running the business at the sur¬ 
gery center has prepared me for 
this type of position,” he said. “I 
saw it as a great opportunity to 
come down here.” 

Ramey said he has been 
extremely impressed with the 
hospital’s board of directors, 
which includes Chairman Chris 
McQueary, Mark Antle, Charles 
Blankenship, Sheldon Stephens 
and Kathy Hammond, and their 
progressive foresight and dedica¬ 


tion to the services at the hospital 
at a time when the healthcare 
industry is rapidly changing. 

“I’ve also been very im¬ 
pressed with the staff here at the 
hospital,” he said. “Everybody 
is dedicated to improving the 
health of the community and one 
of the things I’ve noticed is that 
the needs of the patient is really 
what drives the decisions and 
that mirrors the philosophy of 
Baptist and Central Baptist so I 
think it is just a perfect fit with 
this partnership.” 

With a $21 million USD A 
loan toward expanding the hos¬ 
pital already located, Ramey 
said he and his Central Baptist 
colleagues were excited about 
breaking ground on that project. 

“I think the USD A loan that 
was secured by the board was 
a testament to their hard work 
and to the determination to the 
community in enhancing the 
healthcare services that will be 
available to the community,” he 
said. “Em looking forward to 
leading those efforts.” 

At Central Baptist we’ve got 
a large construction project go¬ 
ing on so I’ve had those experi¬ 
ences and understand what it 
takes in this type of construction 
project... we’re looking forward 
to making this a reality.” 



An Overton County woman 
is charged with TennCare fraud 
for selling prescription drugs that 
were paid for by TennCare near a 
local high school. 

Natalie N. Chaffin, 27, of Liv¬ 
ingston, was arrested after a joint 
investigation between the Office 
of Inspector General (OIG) and 
the Overton County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

Chaffin has been charged with 
TennCare fraud and delivery of a 
Schedule II controlled substance 
within 1,000 feet of public school 
property in Livingston. She’s ac¬ 
cused of obtaining the pain killer 
Oxycodone, using TennCare 
benefits to pay for the prescrip¬ 
tion and later selling a portion of 
her drugs near the school. 

“This case is particularly 
egregious since the drugs were 
sold near a public school attend¬ 
ed by children from the commu¬ 
nity,” Inspector General Deborah 
Franklin said. “Local police are 
clearly committed to eliminating 
prescription drug abuse and the 
Office of the Inspector General is 
collaborating closely with them 
to stop people who insist on sup¬ 
porting this life-style with the 
TennCare program. 

A Putnam County woman has 
also been charged in Overton 
County with TennCare fraud, for 
selling prescription drugs paid 
for by TennCare. 

The Office of Inspector 
General and Overton County 
Sheriff’s Office announced the 
arrest of Pamela M. Johnson, 
48, of Cookeville. She is charged 
with TennCare fraud and two 
counts of delivery of a Schedule 
II controlled substance. 

Johnson is accused of obtain¬ 
ing the pain killer Oxycodone 
with TennCare benefits, and then 
selling a portion of the drugs. 

TennCare fraud is a Class E 
felony carrying a sentence of 
up to two years in prison, while 
the delivery of a Schedule II 
controlled substance is a Class 
C felony, carrying a possible sen¬ 
tence of up to six years.

Louisville gets its 'breather'; 
Western rolls, heads to Tuscaloosa 



Louisville’s win over Ken¬ 
tucky was so complete, UofL 
president James Ramsey, out of 
institutional diplomacy, should 
have instructed that the hand¬ 
some Governor’s Cup be kept 
in its crate Sunday. Taken back 
to the Howard Schnellenberger 
football house. 

Or, Dr. Ramsey might have it 
encased and placed at the feet of 
John Unitas since it might be on 
campus awhile. 

As impressive as the Cardi¬ 
nals’ 32-14 win was Sunday, the 
spread reflects more the daylight 
between the two programs these 
days. Charlie Strong’s show is 
moving up, Joker Phillips’ pro¬ 
gram is - to be kind - standing 
still. 

The Governor’s Cup has be¬ 
come a half-measure that dam¬ 
ages football in Kentucky more 
than heightens interest.

Ironically, Louisville got the 
season opening breather it needed 
for Big Mo. But Wildcat football 
is left in regroup mode already, 
well south of hope, confidence, 
momentum, all with 70,000 seats 
to sell for Game Two.

souri State comes to town off a 
51-9 loss at Kansas State. Charlie 
Strong’s largest problem may be 
keeping media worship for Ted¬ 
dy Bridgewater at bay.

They’ll 
only make you have shows like 
me. That’s it.”

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cord, who served in that position 
the first year of the park board’s 
existence. 

Lovelace notified park board 
members earlier this summer 
he would be stepping down be¬ 
cause of his workload, including 
having to work some nights at 
his job and also at least half the 
nights of a month taking care of 
his parents and grandmother. 

During an interview this past 
weekend, Lovelace said one of 
the most fulfilling things about 
the years he put in volunteering 
at the park was watching chil¬ 
dren in the community grow up, 
mostly from starting out playing 
Little League baseball and soft- 
ball at the park. 

He also said he derived plea¬ 
sure in being able to serve both 
kids and adults in helping pro¬ 
vide them with a place to play 
ball, walk, hold birthday parties, 
picnics and cook-outs for family 
gatherings. “I’ve seen so many 
people use the park for various 
things,” he said. 

Lovelace also said he had en¬ 
joyed working with some great 
people over the years, including 
board members such as the late 
Jim Dyer III and Paula Little, 
who is now the only remaining 
original board member, and Park 
Director Bobby Reneau, who he 
worked with on an almost day- 
to-day basis during peak usage 
times at the park. 

The former board chairman 
said about the biggest challenge 
he had over the years, especially 
in the past few years, was being 
short-handed on help. But, he 
said, “anytime you have a volun¬ 
teer organization, you’re going to 
run into that situation at times.” 
He also remembers non-board 
members, such as Little League 
parents, step up and volunteer to 
do jobs, such as working in the 
concession stand during games. 

Lovelace also noted some of 
the major accomplishments he 
and the park board should be 
proud of includes seeing Little 
League baseball games played at 
night, now that the fields at the 
park are lit. The new building 
which houses better rest room 
facilities, a scoreboard area and 
meeting room, as well as covered 
bleachers were among the items 
mentioned. 

Just as importantly, the front 
part of the park has been vastly 
improved, with the playground 
moved back from the roadway 
and new grills and benches being 
added, along with mulch placed 
on the playground area. 

Another thing Lovelace was 
proud of about the park, which 
many wouldn’t give a second 
thought, is the quality of food 
provided to park goers during 
ball games and other events. He 
said he had even heard of people 
from other counties that would 
come to the park and wait to eat 
when they got there. “They had 
heard about the grilled food,” he 
noted. 

During peak spring and early 
summer months, when Mountain 
View Park is most used by more 
people, Lovelace said he would 
put in an average of 20-25 hours 
a week. He said two of his chil¬ 
dren, the youngest now just 11, 
practically grew up at the park. 

During his tenure, not only did 
Lovelace perform as board chair¬ 
man, but also was a fixture at the 
park at about any given time, 
doing any job from working in 
the concession stand, directing 
traffic, cleaning up, making trips 
back and forth for supplies and 
once was Master of Ceremonies 
for a beauty pageant. 

Because of the econom¬ 
ic times and other reasons, 
Lovelace said the park board will 
be facing challenges in the years 
to come and said the approach of 
maintaining the park may have 
to be different than in years past. 
He noted Little League player 
numbers were down, concession 
sales were down and the U.S. 127 
Sale proceeds have decreased in 
recent years. “Those proceeds 
just don’t seem to be there any¬ 
more,” he said. The board may 
have to use a unique and differ¬ 
ent approach with the concession 
stand, he added. 

He noted that the input from 
the three governing entities that 
help fund the park didn’t sustain 
the costs for a full fiscal year, but 
with the revenues from the yard 
sale and concessions, the park 
was able to be solvent. 

One goal that wasn’t accom¬ 
plished during his 15 years on the 
board and 14 as chairman was 
that of obtaining a new, modem 
playground. He suggested pos¬ 
sibly soliciting individual busi¬ 
nesses and industries to donate 
one item per year to help make a 
better playground feasible. 

Lovelace said any advice he 


would give to the new chairper¬ 
son, as well as board members, 
would be to be creative in obtain¬ 
ing funding and never give up 
hope, no matter how challenging 
it may be, because, he said, “we 
always found a way to main¬ 
tain the park and pursue a lot of 
projects even when we were un¬ 
sure how we would pull it off.” 
He continued, “I’m of the mind 
set that if you do the right thing 
for the right reason, you’ll get a 
good outcome...that’s the reason 
the park is as good as it is today.” 

Lovelace, a Clinton County 
native and 1982 graduate of 
CCHS, obtained a Bachelor’s 
Degree and Master’s Degree 
from Eastern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity in 1986 and 1989, respec¬ 
tively and has been employed 
with the Lake Cumberland Boys’ 
Camp in Wayne County for the 
past 13 years. 

He and his wife, Carolyn, have 
three children, Megan Lovelace- 
Thompson, Cory Lovelace and 
Rhiannon Lovelace. 

In closing, Lovelace chal¬ 
lenged all three supporting gov¬ 
ernment entities, the judge/exec¬ 
utive and fiscal court; mayor and 
city council; and school superin¬ 
tendent and board of education to 
continue to strive to always find 
funding for Mountain View Park, 
saying he felt it was the most 
single-used facility in the county.

of 38.4 cents each per $100 as¬ 
sessed value on both real and 
personal property. The tax rate 
on motor vehicle and watercraft 
also went unchanged at .53 cents, 
as well as the three percent tax on 
utilities. 

A motion was made by board 
member Paula Key to approve 
the rates, seconded by Kevin 
Marcum and passed by unani¬ 
mous vote. 

A survey conducted by the 
Green River Cooperative re¬ 
vealed that of among 31 school 
districts surveyed in their area, 
over half—54.8 percent of the 
districts—had opted to take the 
four percent allowed increase 
while 19.4 percent opted for the 
compensating rate (six schools) 
and Clinton was among only five 
districts that kept its current rate. 

The agenda for last week’s 
meeting also had a discipline 
problem listed for a closed ses¬ 
sion. However, Superintendent 
Charlotte Bernard said that issue 
had been handled at the school 
level and no action on the issue 
was necessary by the board. 

The next regular meeting of 
the Clinton County Board of 
Education is scheduled for next 
Monday, September 10 at 5 p.m. 
at the Central Office conference 
room and is open to the general 
public.

formed the board a few months 
ago he was going to do, after the 
U.S. 127 Yard Sale had passed.

idea. 

Prior to a special meeting of 
the court last Friday to consider 
tax rates and budget amend¬ 
ments, King delivered her letter 
to the judge/executive and other 
court members asking they con¬ 
sider the proposal. 

The letter stated: 

“This letter will serve as a 
request to have the fiscal court 
meetings video taped and tele¬ 
vised. 

This request is to be placed 
on the agenda for the next fiscal 
court special/regular session. 

Even though the fiscal court 
meetings are open and can be 
televised, I think it is important 
that the court vote on this matter. 

I have spoken with school 
personnel to have the meetings 
aired on channel 16, and I’ve 
lined up sponsors so that it will 
cost the county nothing. 

In traveling around our com¬ 
munity people tell me this is 
something they really enjoy and 
would like to see. I know when 
this was last done we had a lot of 
positive feedback. They enjoyed 
watching the meetings and felt 
more informed. 

I also believe it is good for 
young people to see how their 
government works, and for older 
people who find it difficult to 
attend the meetings to feel in¬ 
volved. 

Your time and attention to this 
matter is greatly appreciated.” 

Some years ago, when King 
was serving as Clinton County 
Judge/Executive, court meetings 
were taped and aired on the lo¬ 
cal access channel a certain day 
and time. 

King said she had talked with 
several people who were in favor 
of the video taping and airing of 
not only the fiscal court, but oth¬ 
er public meetings as well. 

It isn’t known if the matter 
will be placed on the agenda for 
the next regular meeting of Clin¬ 
ton Fiscal Court.

United States nicknamed Uncle Sam 

September 7, 1813 

The United States nickname of Uncle Sam is linked to Samuel Wilson, a meat packer from Troy, New 
York, who supplied barrels of beef to the United Sates Army during the War of 1812. Wilson stamped the 
barrels with “U. S.” for United States, but soldiers began referring to the group as “Uncle Sam’s.” The 
local newspaper picked up on the story and Uncle Sam eventually gained widespread acceptance as the 
nickname for the U. S. federal government. 

In September 1961, the U. S. Congress recognized Samuel Wilson as “the progenitor of America’s 
national symbol of Uncle Sam.” Wilson died at age 88 in 1854, and was buried next to his wife Betsey 
Mann in the Oakwood Cemetery in Troy, New York, the town that calls itself “The Home of Uncle Sam.” 


President Bush learns of attack on World Trade Center 

September 11, 2001 

On the morning of September 11, 2001, President George W. Bush is en route to a visit with school 
children in Florida when he receives word that a passenger jet had just crashed into one of the World 
Trade Center towers in New York City. Within an hour of this first report, Bush was reading along with 
children in a classroom when he was informed that a second airliner had crashed into the second tower. 

Earlier that morning, Bush had received a scheduled security briefing and learned that there was a 
heightened but non-specific threat of a terrorist attack that day. Warned but undeterred, he continued with 
a pre-arranged trip to visit Booker Elementary School in Sarasota, Florida, to promote a new education 
bill. On the way from his hotel to the school, aides passed word to the president’s car in the motorcade 
that a passenger jet had crashed into the North Tower of the World Trade Center at 8:46 a.m. EST. Bush 
initially thought that the crash was the result of a terrible accident or pilot error. Bush arrived at the 
school shortly after the initial report and was waiting in an empty classroom at Booker Elementary with 
his Secret Service detail when the earliest news footage of the first plane crashing into the tower played 
on the school’s television screens. Just moments before the second plane hit, Bush was whisked into the 
classroom where he proceeded to meet with a group of first graders. 

Video cameras were filming Bush’s school visit when White House Chief of Staff Andrew Card 
slipped into the room at 9:06 a.m. and whispered in the president’s ear that the World Trade Center had 
been hit by a second airplane and that the nation was under attack by an unknown entity. Bush appeared 
momentarily stricken, yet maintained his composure and continued to listen to the children read aloud 
for an additional eight to nine minutes. Bush explained in a White House press conference a week later 
that his reaction that fateful morning was one of slowly comprehending shock. 

While still on the school grounds, President Bush made several live announcements that day regarding 
the unfolding tragedy. Secret Service agents then rushed the president to Air Force One, which was 
waiting on the tarmac at Sarasota’s airport. On his way to the airport, the president heard about the third 
attack on the Pentagon in Washington. 

Once aboard Air Force One, the plane’s pilot flew in circles at cruising altitude while President Bush 
and Vice President Chaney discussed via phone where the president would be safest. The presidential 
plane stopped briefly at an air base in Louisiana before proceeding to Offutt Air Force Base in Nebraska. 
The president returned to Washington by 6:42 p.m. the night of the attacks.

New oil strike in Tennessee 

Sgt. Alvin C. York of Pall Mall, Tenn., and Bruce Jones of Pensacola, Fla., last week drilled in what 
York described as “a good 15 or 20 barrel well” on the Winsted Robbins place in Pickett County, Tenn. 

The strike was made at 550 feet in the first Sunnybrook. This well is located on the Dale Hollow Lake 
only a few miles below the famous Bob’s Bar well that produced thousands of barrels of oil around the 
turn of the century. Sgt. York was highly enthusiastic about the possibilities in that section.

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

In 1817, John Bemiss named Bloomfield in Nelson County by combining his wife’s maiden name, 
Bloomer, with his daughter’s married name, Merrifield. The town had been known earlier as Gandertown 
and as Middleburg. In the 2000 census, Bloomfield had a little over 800 residents. Maybe it’s claim to 
fame is that Jerry Bruckheimer’s wife, Linda, was raised in Bloomfield and has restored much of the 
downtown area, being a member of many preservation committees While Jerry is a famous producer, 
director of such hits as Top Gun, Pirates of the Carribean, CSI: Crime Scene Investigation and The 
Amazing Race , Linda is a well-known author writing about her experiences growing up in Kentucky. 

Fleming County is located in northeastern Kentucky and it’s county seat is Flemingsburg. It was named 
for Colonel John Fleming and is recognized as the Covered Bridge Capital of Kentucky. 

At one time, there were more than 400 covered bridges in Kentucky. Only 13 now remain, with three 
of those being in Fleming County. The Goddard White Covered Bridge is the only surviving example of 
Ithiel Town Lattice design in Kentucky, with timbers joined by wooden pegs. The bridge can be traced 
back to the 1820s. An historically accurate renovation was recently completed on this bridge and it is 
again open to pedestrian and vehicle traffic The Grange City Covered Bridge is an 86 foot span over 
Fox Creek. It was replaced by a concrete bridge in 1969, but efforts are underway to restore the bridge 
which has been damaged by four floods. This bridge is no longer open to traffic. Ringo’s Mill Covered 
Bridge was erected around 1867 over Fox Creek and was developed because of a grist mill operating on 
the creek in the mid-1880s. The bridge is not open to vehicle traffic, but welcomes visitors now as it did 
over one hundred years ago. 

There are over 50 covered bridges left in Kentucky, with the closest ones to Albany being in Marion 
County, Barren County, and Adair County. 

Shelby County is recognized as the Saddlebred Capital of Kentucky and Gateway of the Bluegrass. 
It’s county seat is Shelbyville and it’s neighbors include Franklin County and Jefferson County. 

It is called the Saddlebred Capital because it is the home of many of the country’s most outstanding 
American Saddlebred breeding and training facilities. The Saddle Horse has been a part of the area’s 
history since the 1760s when Daniel Boone and his brother, Squire, traveled to Kentucky on American 
Horses, the forerunners of the modem Saddlebred. As the American Saddlebred breed grew, some of 
the most historic farms were located around Shelbyville. One of the most famous was Undulata, where 
Civil War veteran Harry Weissinger and his sons bred the great stallion American Born. Later owned 
by Jane Meyer, Undulata was the home of the Beau Gallant. Now the home of Saddle Horse breeder 
and trainer Edward Bennett, it is again returning to prominence in the Saddle Horse world. 
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Clinton jobless rate jumps significantly in July 


Clinton County’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate took a dramatic in¬ 
crease in July as compared to the 
previous month of June, climb¬ 
ing back into the double-digit 
ranks after having spent several 
months below the 10 percent 
rate. 

The local jobless rate in July 
was listed at 10.3 percent, com¬ 
pared with the 8.7 percent rate 
for June, 2012, according to the 
Kentucky Office of Employment 
and Training, an agency of the 
Kentucky Education and Work¬ 
force Development Cabinet. 

The July 2012 rate was also 
higher than the rate for Clinton 
County reported a year earlier, 
in July 2011, when the local job¬ 
less rate was reported to be 9.3 


percent. 

In Clinton County, there are 
4,948 civilian adults in the labor 
force, meaning that in July, 2012, 
there were 4,436 who were work¬ 
ing, leaving 512 unemployed. 

Other area counties within 
the 10 county Lake Cumberland 
Area Development District, and 
the respective unemployment 
rate for each in July, 2012, were: 
Cumberland (345), Rullseel 
(8.2), Adair (8.1), Pulaski (9.4) 
and Wayne (12.6). 

Unemployment rates fell in 
97 Kentucky counties between 
July 2011 and July 2012, while 
18 county rates increased and 
five stayed the same. 

Woodford County recorded 
the lowest jobless rate in the 


Commonwealth at 5.9 percent. 
It was followed by Fayette and 
Franklin counties, 6.6 percent 
each; Oldham and Union coun¬ 
ties, 6.7 percent each; Scott and 
Shelby counties, 6.8 percent 
each; Hancock County, 6.9 per¬ 
cent; and Daviess, Jessamine, 
Madison and Owen counties, 7.1 
percent each. 

Magoffin County recorded 
the state’s highest unemploy¬ 
ment rate — 16.7 percent. It was 
followed by Futon County, 15.4 
percent; Harlan County, 14.6 
percent; Jackson County, 14.4 
percent; Leslie County, 14.3 per¬ 
cent; Bell County, 13.9 percent; 
Wolfe County, 13.7 percent; 
McCreary County, 13.6 percent; 
Letcher County, 13.5 percent; 


and Knott County, 13.3 percent. 

Unemployment statistics are 
based on estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends rather 
than actually to count people 
working. Civilian labor force 
statistics include non-military 
workers and unemployed Ken¬ 
tuckians who are actively seek¬ 
ing work. They do not include 
unemployed Kentuckians who 
have not looked for employment 
within the past four weeks. The 
statistics in this news release are 
not seasonally adjusted to allow 
for comparisons between United 
States, state and county figures.

If you have a family history 
of diabetes, or you’ve been told 
by a health care professional that 
you’re at risk for type 2 diabetes, 
it’s important to take steps now 
to reduce your risk. Studies show 
that people at high risk for type 2 
diabetes can prevent or delay the 
onset of the disease if they lose 
as little as 10 pounds—by walk¬ 
ing 30 minutes a day, five days 
a week and making healthy food 
choices. A healthy diet doesn’t 
have to be expensive. Start by 
planning meals and making a 
grocery list ahead of time to take 
charge of what you eat. 

Follow these tips from the 
National Diabetes Education 
Program (NDEP) while grocery 
shopping to help you and your 
entire family make healthy food 
choices: 

• Don’t go to the store hun¬ 
gry. You may buy food you don’t 
need. 

• Read and compare food la¬ 
bels. Choose foods with fewer 
calories that are lower in satu¬ 
rated fats, trans fats, cholesterol, 
sodium (salt), and added sugars. 
Check the serving size and the 
number of servings. Food labels 
are based on one serving, but 
many packages contain more. 
When you compare calories and 
nutrients between brands, check 
to see if the serving size is the 
same. 

• Focus on fruits, vary veg¬ 
etables. Buy a variety of frozen, 
canned, or in-season fresh fruits 
such as melons, berries, and 
oranges rather than fruit juice 
for most of your fruit choices. 
Choose fruit without added sugar 
or syrup. Buy in-season, leafy 


dark green vegetables such as 
broccoli and spinach, and orange 
vegetables such as carrots or 
squash. Choose vegetables with¬ 
out added salt, butter, or sauces. 

• Look for calcium-rich foods. 
Buy low-fat or skim milk instead 
of whole milk. If you can’t drink 
milk, choose fat-free or low-fat 
lactose-reduced milk or try cal¬ 
cium-rich leafy green vegetables 
such as kale or collard greens. 

• Make your grains whole. 
Buy whole wheat bread, crack¬ 
ers, cereals, brown rice, oatmeal, 
and barley. 

• Go lean with protein. Buy 
lean meats. For poultry, remove 
the skin before cooking. Vary 
your protein choices with more 
fish, nuts, seeds, beans and peas 
such as pinto beans and split 
peas.
